Ge- 
win, who proved himself a most en 
tliiisiasiic booster of the prepara- 
tions for the convention, spoke in 
appreciation of the abilities of the 
ailent folka.

ed further thai a great obstacle had 
to lie met after the bureau was 
Started, in overcoming the prejudice 
of the employer against 'he silent 
workman Bui that I he under! ik 
ing is abundantly worth while waa 
emphasized by Mr Robertson with 
-lories of oases, tha! had come to 
his notloe as chief of his bureau. 
lie expiessed hi- pride as a North 
Caroliuoau, that his State is the se 
coud to establish a division for the 
deaf in us lahor department, as 
Well lie might, for it. is seen that 
under his energetic management 
his bureau is second to none 

The sibirean of the President of 
Ihe Association, Mr \V. K. Grace, 
Was next on Ihe program. An idea 
of the glowing importance of the 
Alabama Association and its affairs 
mighl be had from this addiess, 
for it took nil as much lime as did 
that of Hie President of the N. A 
I). at the Atlanta Convention last 
summer. President Grace covered 
bis extensive ground fill y, giving 
due consideration lo every impor- 
tant question before the Assoeia 
lion.

A timely pnpei 
of special Interest 10 tbe conven- 
tion was delivered by Miss Carrie 
Henderson, Supervising teacher of 
the Alabama School, her subject 
being "The Kdiieation of Ihe Deaf "

modem limes, and dwell upon mo- 
dern education methods and needs 

A number of short addreaaea 
came next on Ihe program. The 
llrst Of these was delivered by Mr. 
Ohoc Roberts, who look the very 
appropriate subject " RntroBpeo 
lion," there being DO 00S present 
beMer qualified than he to speak on 
"Looking Biokward" in regard to 
Hie affairs of Ihe Asaooiatlon Mr. 
Robert* oliscived that Ida talk 
covered " a period of ten yeaia — 
from the beginning of the World 
War to (be present day " But Ira 
Hiiinmarlly disabused his " op- 
llence" ol the Idea that he was going 
to speak for ten yeSrS. 

Ilia address was followed by a 
few hints on the pertinent subject, 
•• Be a Booster," by Mr. J. H. Mo 
Parians, who, owing to the short 
neas of Hie time, and the length of 



ihe program, got no further than his 
*' thirdly'' — boosting your school 
and your school paper. 

Misa Mauinee Roberta, who spent 
the school year just closed at the 
Noithampton School, before which 
she taught in the South, addressed 
tbe gathering in Iheir own sign 
language, fiom first hand know- 
ledge of her subject of " Ileic and 
There." Her remarks, as she ex 
plained, were chief! v about wo 
men, but ihey were aimed largely 
at Ihe masculine portion of hi r 
listen- rs. 

The attainments of the Alumni 
ol the Alabami School were til 
tingly recounted by Mr. Ross John 
sou, of Atlanta, who enlightened 
the oonveniion on the subject, 
" What Has Become of the I'm 
ducts of Ihe Alahaiiii School ?'' 

Mr Johnson enumerated the aoo 
easeful " products" of ins Alma 
Muirr. among whom he should have 
named himself, he being one of tin- 
niest successful deal ptinlersof Ihe 
Sou h 

A practical address on the limply 
subject, "Some I'oinlels on the 
Banking Business," was made by 
Mlas Pattie Kiikland, who spoke 
from experience, she being employ- 
ed in a hank in hei home town. 

" Dairying as an Occupation lor 
the Deal" was ihroughly handled 
by Mr Mall Horn, himself an ex- 
perienced dairyman, who advocat- 
ed the keeping of cows and the 
teaching ol the subject of dairying 
by every school for the deaf, ibe 
Alabama School included. 

"The Advantages of Higher 
Education foi the Deal" were 
pointed out by Mrs. J II. McF.ii 
lane, a graduate of Gtllaudet Col 
lege, WbO told Ihe interested some 
of the things that life college can 
do for a deal iieison. 

Several numbers of the morning's 
program were carried over In the 
afternoon Among these was an 
addiess by Ml. Robert Fletchei, a 
Gallaudct student, whose subject 
w «s, "The II tndicap that is Over- 
come." Mr. Fletcher treated his 
HUnjeet as one who hy experience 
has become conversant with it.

A SPECTATOR AT ST. PAUL 

By J. Frederick Meagher 

II 

With buoyant breast and blissful brain 
We boarded Gibson's Special train; 
With eager eye and happy heart 
We watched Chicago's smoke depart — 
Two hundred friendly f raters (all 
Pine fraters) bound for old Saint Paul! 

Over a hundred well wishing, stay- 
at-home Chicagoans, waved gopd-by 
and good-luck as " Gib's Special" 
pulled out of the Union Station at 
9:20 Sunday morning, Jury 6th. 

The minimum of 125 tickets, 
which the Burlington road had 
placed on the plan to run a special 
train out just a minute before the 
regular train was scheduled to de- 
part, was reached long before train- 
time — in fact at the last minute the 
road had to add two extra passenger 
coaches to take care of the flock. 
Had we fallen below the 125 timit, 
our special cars would have been at- 
tached to the regular train. As it 
was, we shot out ahead with a clear 
track, making no stops except for 
water, or to pick up additional dele- 
gates at prominent junction points. 
This is probably the first time in 
history a long special train was pro- 
vided for the exclusive use of the 
deaf. Bight cars: a baggage car, 
two fine coaches, two diners, two 
more coaches, and last a lounging 
and observation car, with crowded 
platform of happy, laughing conven- 
tioneers. No hearing folks were 
aboard, except for Mrs. Gibson, and 
B. L. Gartside — a Burlington passen- 
ger agent, who went along with Gib 
to see that every consideration and 
comfort was accorded. " I never 
knew there were so many deaf folks 
in the world," he remarked; and his 
road certainly made-good the rose- 
ate advance-promises of their agent. 
It was a perfect summer day, and a 
perfect trip, and a perfect crowd 
Oh, boy, it was pluperfectly glori 
ous. The scenery along the majes- 
tic Mississippi rivaled even the Hud- 
son and my owu beloved Columbia. 
Al Savanna the crowd from the 
Illinois state convention at Rock 
Island joined us ( they told me later 
they had a better time at Rock 
Island than at St. Paul.) Among 
them was the 16 piece brass- band of 
the Illinois State School for the 
Deaf, led by bandsman Frederick 
Pancher At Prairie du Chien the 
conductor announced he had 215 
tickets. Five more were picked up 
later. " Mininum 125" — it is to 
laugh I 

And not a single unpleasant in- 
cident of any manner or form occur- 
ed to mar Oue of Lite's Great 
Moments! 

The two dining cars worked to 
capacity — only one soul bringing her 
own lunch. They had special print 
ed " N. P. S. D. Menu" cards, aud 
served toothsome tidbits. Most of 
those menus soon disappeared as 
souvenirs. "This is good, but the 
New York Ceutral had printed pen- 
cils on their dining cars coming to 
Chicago, and all of us pocketed the 
pencil," chuckled Tom Cosgrove, of 
Brooklyn. 

During the afternoon, the com- 
pany passed around swell cigars to 
every man, and a small box of candy 
to every two women. " With 
Gibson's compliments," the passers 
informed us " With the company's 
compliments," Gibson said when I 
inquired. Rumor has it that in- 
stead of pocketing the customary 
"rake-off" accorded to every man 
in charge of such special arrange- 
ments, Gibson had run true to his 
code and told the railway officials 
to " pass it out to the passengers, 
any way." 

We 218 souls had the run of the 
train, smoking everywhere we 
desired. The deep-cushioned, rest- 
ful chairs of the observation car, 
where broad plate-glass windows 
gave ample view of the passing 
scenery, were the popular rendez- 
vous. We passed Ex Governor 
Lowdeu's vast estate— the "farm" 
he preferred to run, rather than 
accept the vice- presidency a few 
weeks earlier. (This was the 
second time in all history a man 
already elected to the nomiuation 
declined it.) Circulating the cars 
were a few zealous zealots of our 
new " 100% frat" party, building 
up the machine which in a few days 
was to effectually halt the hithero 
unbeaten " Tammany" steam-roll- 
er, aud start a movement to again 
place the Society in the bauds of the 
common people 

The 43 1 -mile run to St. Paul took 
exactly twelve hours— less five 
minutes. The station there was 
full of silents — locals and cotiveu- 
tioners The local committee mar- 
shalled us all in parade formation, 
then led by the brass baud from the 
I. S. D., we paraded by a round- 
about way to headquarters — the 
Hotel Saint Paul. "Where are 
those 500 autos waiting to ride us in 
triumph from the depot?" grumbled 
one footsore frater. It was about 
a mile — hot night, heavy grip. 
None of the committee were dele 
gated to took after the very last 
arrivals to debark from the train, 
and as a consequence the great Gib 
himself, who remained two minutes 
thanking Gartsice and ascertaining 
from the conductor it was " all out, 
and no haud-luggage forgotten," 
found a deserted station. He and 
his wife therefore took a taxi and 
arrived at the Saint Paul long 
before the procession. 

Here was another instance of the 
traps that lie in wait for local com- 



mittees, when none of their mem- 
bers has been a veteran conven- 
tioneer. Nobody had been assigned 
to assist the hotel clerks, and the 
jam was terrific. Mrs. Luella Ny- 
hus and two or three other brave 
hearing souls " threw out a lifeline 
to rescue the perishing," and forc- 
ing their way behind the marble 
counter soon had the distracted 
clerks on terra firma, with their 
crisp, businesslike questions and 
answers. 

When all available rooms iu the 
Saint Paul had been taken — rumor 
had it 400 silents spent the week 
there — the overflow sought nearby 
accommodations. In the July Frat 
Gibson says: "The Saiut Paul 
made good on the job — iu all our 
conventiou experience we have 
never had better housing, service 
and courtesy." 

During the week there was always 
a silent crowd iu the big, broad, 
lobby of this magnificent hotel. 
Daily the band would stand in a 
circle and play various airs at inter- 
vals. Everything seemed perfect 
around the hotel. The hearing pa- 
trons were high-caste citizens who 
did not annoy with excessive crowd- 
ing-curiosity, nor on *he other ex- 
treme did they show supercilious 
contempt. The management, and 
most of the help, acted as if the only 
joy they found in life was to wait on 
us. 

Monday July 7, dawned hot and 
fair. The local committee had hir- 
ed the big Auditorium, two blocks 
from the Saint Paul, for our initial 
ceremonies — always open to the pub- 
lic. The Journal, has already pub- 
lished my write up of the morning, 
as printed in 'he St Paul afternoon 
Dispatch. Therefore our readers 
already know that the morning wit- 
nessed the unique spectacle of a 
State Governor giving a sincere, 
first-hand observation resume of our 
Society, while the Mayor of the city, 
also billed to speak, was conspicuous 
by his absence. However, as we 
learned later, this- was an unfortu- 
nate circumstance, for which the 
Mayor was in nowise to blame — the 
political situation making it absolute- 
ly necessary that he personally con- 
duct an important bond negotiation 
that morning. Mayor Nelson, a 
mere youth, atoned for his unavoid- 
able absence a few days later, by 
hunting up the convention and ad- 
dressing it in person just before 
noon adjournment. 

Governor Preus' splendid address 
is reprinted in the July Frat; aud 
deserves to be cut out by every frat- 
er who keeps an occasional clipping 
to show his friends, or to corral new 
members. So does the response of 
President Harry Anderson, printed 
on the same page of the Frat. 

Personally, I think the local 
committee pulled a " boner" in this 
matter of the Auditorium. Rent 
was $60. The lower floor was not 
nearly filled Before the convention, 
some of ihe St. Paulities bad 
suggested this formal opening be 
made a big public welcome, in the 
nature of a program of deaf men and 
women as well as hearing folks 
The cost would have been no greater, 
and would certainly have educated 
the public That is our work now. 

This suggestion was voted down. 
Perhaps Denver can make use of it. 
If followed by a dancing party with 
the deaf band playing airs, it would 
have gone over big. " The public 
must know us," say our leaders — 
but they overlook some mighty good 
bets now and then. 

" Dirty work, taking so ninny 
digs at the St. Paul local committee," 
you say ? 

Yes, and no. You readers are 
entitled to know just what did 
happen — and what might have 
happened. We live aud learn. 
Each convention profits by the ex- 
periences of past conventions 
Those St. Paulities worked long, 
tiresome hours; and did the best tbey 
could. The fact they made so many 
boners may possibly be put down to 
the fact none of them ever attended 
a big convention before, I under- 
stand, especially the chairman him- 
self.

Meeting behind closed doors in 
the palm room of the Saint Paul 
hotel Monday afternoon, July 7th, 
the ninth triennial convention of the 
National Fraternal Society of the 
Deaf proceeded to organize. A dif 
ficult task. One delegate and as 
many as four alternates from ninety 
divisions, together with a raft 
of Otand Ollicers — all trying to look 
cool and important in a frying-pan 
of a room, and all trying to find 
their proper seats. Tables were 
strung around the room in the form 
of a hollow square ; delegates sat in 
numbered seats around the outside 
of the table, alternates sat inside the 
hollow square opposite their dele- 
gates. The surplus, or left-over al- 
ternates, were bunched in a knot in 
side the ffbnt sector of this hollow 
square, facing the platform where 
the Grands were sweating. Dele 
gates from divisions 1 to 10, and 
from about sixty to eighty, had 
choice seats under this arrangement; 
the others were simply out of luck. 
This failed to please the vast ma- 
jority. Dr. Clond re-called that in a 
previous convention somewhere — I 
think it was in the N. A. D.'s 1899 
St. Paul Convention — the business 
ms were held in the upholster- 
ed chairs of the State Senate Cham- 
ber, with electric fans an' every- 
thin'. Anyway, Dr. Cloud suitably 
echoed the discontent of his confer- 
rees, and asked that further sessions 
be held in the State Senate Cham- 
ber. After much discussion, the 
committee on receiving kicks (it had 
a idee sounding title, I forget what,

Later on I was selected as the un- 
official-official " goat" — if you get 
what I mean. No ; I don't think 
yon do.

Two Masschusetts delegates, Pres- 
ton Barr, Jr., of Worcester, and Co- 
lin McCord, of Lowell, slid through 
the only real new business transact- 
ed at this Monday afternoon session. 
By moving that it be made a special 
order of the day, young Barr was 
parliamentary enabled to present a 
resolution, seconded by McCord, in 
spite of the cut-and-dried adminis- 
trative program. (This was sheer 
good fortune, as young Cool id ge 
died a few hours later.) These two 
young fraters, ^pupils in Mrs Cool- 
idge's personal class at Northamp- 
ton, Mass., in ioo3-'o4, presented a 
typed and signed resolution : 

" Whkkkas, In addition to the 
deep personal interest all true 
Americans evince in all matters 
pertaiuing to our glorious govern- 
ment aud the elected spokesmen 
thereof, the welfare of the Calvin 
Coolidges are of particular interest to 
us deaf * * * Mrs. Cool- 
idge, then Miss Grace Goodhue 
* * * Her unfailing, cheer- 
ful patience, has been of incalcu- 
lable value to countless deaf persons 
in assuming the rightful place as 
substantial, self-supporting citizens 
and true Americans * * *" 

In accordance with the vote of the 
convention therefore, Secretary Gib- 
son that night dispatched the fol- 
lowing wire: "The National 
Fraternal Society of the Deaf, as- 
sembled in Convention in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, on motion of Preston 
Barr and Coliu McCord, desires to 
convey to you its deepest sympathy 
in the illness of your son, and its 
most sincere hopes for his speed re- 
covery." 

Gibson also followed with a suit- 
able wire of sincere condolence the 
next day, on news of the lad's 
death. So far as I know, no re- 
spouse was received. 

I personally supervised the draft- 
ing and introducing of that resolu- 
tion of the Northampton boys, cal- 
culating it would be a grand piece 
of publicity for us. But politics 
makes strange bedfellows, and neith- 
er of the two St. Paul papers I 
wrote for printed a single line con- 
necting the deaf with the Cool- 
idges. Yet the Minneapolis Iribunt 
of Wednesday had a couple stick- 
fuls on the matter (almost the only 
publicity, it gave our couvention 
all week), which the Associated 
Press sent from my duplicates of 
stuff furnished the Dispatch. 

Editors are strange animules. 
You never can tell what they will, 
and what they won't print. 

" Death is no respecter of per- 
sons." The proud and the lowly 
alike feel the sting of the merciless 
scythe when least expected. Barr 
caused the sending of that telegram 
Monday afternoon. Calvin Coolldge, 
Jr. , whom Barr had often fondled as 
a baby, died that night. Next day, 
Tuesday, Barr received a wire from 
his home in Worcester, Mass., 
"Your mother died; come home at 
once." 

Barr's mother was buried the dsy 
following the Coolldge funeral — 
and not so many miles remote. In 
death, as in life, the fates of teacher 
and pupil — high and low — were 
mysteriously intertwined. For 

death is no respecter of persons.
